of charming dresses which have been 
made up a little in advance of the reg- 
ular fall season to send to a New York 
bride expectant. 
From the exhibition 


I have learned one thing, namely, that 
the polonaise, which everybody 
pro- 


nounced in a defunct 
condition 
last 


spring,Jhas popped up again, immutable 
unchangeable and indestructible, and 
apparently destined to another lease of 
popularity. 
A long polonaise of black 


velvet for street wear was snowji; it 
was entirely without trimming, and was 
merely finished with a silk cording ; 
two rows of buttons in sill and jet fast- 
ened it up the front, and it was caught 
up at the sides in folds,' held down with 
four buttons on each side. At the back 
the skirt was cut square at the bottom, 
and slightly looped just below the waist. 
The skirt to wear with this garment 
was made of black silk, covered puf- 
fings in front and flounces behind, and 
was heavily trimmed with velvet.

marine blue cashmere polonaise waa 
trimmed with broad rovers of silk of 
the same hue, simulating a jacket, and 
was also bordered around the edge with 
a wide bias fold of silk , th« skirt was 
of marine blue silk, elaborately flounced 
with narrow ruffles, alternate pellisse, 
or gathered with a wide heading.

REPUBLICAN 
PLATFORM. 


We, the delegated represent' lives of the 
Republican party of Illinois, declare the 
following to bo substantially our political 
belief: 
1. That emancipation and enfranchise- 
ment having been secured by the Thirteenth 
and Fifteenth Amendments to the Consti- 
tution of the United States, and by appro- 
priate legislation forthelreoforcemeut; and 
equality of civil right* having been guaran- 
tied by the Fourteenth Amendment, such 
guaranty should beenforced by appropriate 
statutes, so that the broad tegls of Federal 
power maybe over black and white citizens 


3. That, as one of the consequences of the 
late civil war, about lt382,000,(HJO of non-In- 
terest bearing Treasury potes were Issued 
to, and are now held by, the people as a safe 
and convenient currency, it would be un- 
wise and Inexpedient, In the present finan- 
cial condition of the people, to attempt the 
Immediate cancellation of any portion of 
such Treasury notes. 
3. That the laws for the establishment of 
national banks having secured to the States 
and Territories the best system of bank cir- 
culation ever before anorded the people, It 
should be no longer connued to a privileged 
class, but should be free to all alike, under 
general and equal laws, the aggregate vol- 
ume of currency to be regulated by the un- 
trammeled laws of trade. 
4. That wo re-affirm the declaration of 
the National Republican Convention of 1372, 
in favor of a return to specie payment at the 
earliest practicable day, 


&. That we commend the measures which 
have passed the popular branch of Congress, 
looking to the cheapening and perfection of 
Inter-State railway transportation, and the 
Improvement of navigation at the mouth 
of the Mississippi river. 
6. That we are In favor of an amendment 
of the Constitution of the United States pro- 
viding for the election of the President and 
Vice President by the direct vote of the peo- 
ple, without the Intervention of the Electo- 
ral College. 
7. That the Republican party proposes to 
respect the rights reserved by the people to 
themselves, as carefully as the powers dele- 
gated by them to the State and Federal Gov- 
ernments; and it will aim to secure the 
rights and privileges of the citizen wilbout 
regard to nativity or cieed; and It is oppos- 
ed to interference by law with the habits, 
tastes or customs of individuals, except to 
suppress licentiousness or to preserve the 
peace and safety of the citizens of the State, 
8. That while we accord to the railway 
companies of this Slate the fullest raeasiue 
of property rights, we also demand for the 
people reasonable charges and rigid impar- 
tiality In the transportation of passengers 
and freight—such guaranty to be secured by 
appropriate State and National legislation, 
Relying upon the foregoing deolaratiou of 
principles and policy, and upon the broad, 
clear recoid of tile Republican party during 
its Hfteen yeaisof Siate and Federal admin- 
istration , we appoal once more to that si len t 
yet conclusive tribunal, the ballot-box, con- 
fldent that the people will endorse over- 
whelmingly the action ol this i epresentatl ve 
Convention.

Around this beautiful sheet ot water, 


nestled so closely in the embrace of 
these mighty mountains, smiling and 
joyous in its matchless beauty, as 
though no dark sorrow had ever oc- 
curred on its shores, or its clear waters 
reflected back tho wan and haggard 
face of starvation, is clustered the 
saddest of memories—a memory which 
perpetuated the name of the lake. 
In 


tho fall of '47 a party of emigrants, 
mostly from Illinois, arrived at Truckee 
river, worn and wasted from their long 
and arduous jouruoy. 
Among that 


party was a bin Donnor., who, with 
his family, were socking the rich lands 
of tho California livcis, the fame of 
which had reached thorn in their east- 
ern homo.

snows of

I'urt of the train hurried for- 


ward, but 
Mr. Donnor, who had a 


largo lot of cattle would not huiry. 
Despite all warnings Iii loitered along 
until, at last, ho reached the foot of 
Donuoi1 Laky, nnd encamped there for 
the night. Tho weather was growing 
cold, and the black aad tlneatening 
clouds betokened ti coming storm. 
The 


party who cnuniiipod at tlio lake that 
night iiuiubciud sixteen, among whom 
wero Mrs. Donner aud her four chil- 
dren.
